The purpose of the exercise Is 
threefold: 


(11 To ascertain the feasibility of converting this 
operation from manual to automated means. 

(2) To establish the cost savings that would justify USGS 
acquisition of one or more precision plotters. 

(3) To establish a cost basis for potential CIA plotting 
of this series on a rslmbur sable basis until USGS 
acquires Its own capability. 

Resources involved: 1 hour planning* 1 hour plotting* plus materials 
and computer services. The estimated cost is $46. 00.
